Wherever  people  conRre- 
gate  together  in  considerable  nunihers 
sfwers  and  water  supply  bccontc  al)- 
R*lute  necesaitka  «iid  ayatcmf  of  arti- 
ficial  lighting  a  great  pttblic  conveni 
ence. 

The  rural  dweller  ia  mere  or  lesi 
independent  of  all  such  ^rrvirr^  1 1, 
can  build  hia  hoaae  by  the  &ide  oi  a 
running  stream  or  dig  a  well,  and 
thus  independently  moct  one  of  his  rc- 
quirementa.  He  can  InsUl  a  simple 
amtltfY  *yMei!n  that  will  be  ample 
for  hia  immediate  purpoaes.  A  taxa- 
tion system  tli.it  is  quite  satisfactory 
to  a  suburbanite  may  be  absolutely 
unaatiafactory  to  a  farmer.  Aa  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  Wc  l)elievc  the  farmers  nf 
Saanich  are  bitterly  dissaiisbcd  witli 
the  system  of  taxation  that  has  been 
established  by  the  governing  IkxIk  s. 

Therefore  Saanich  is  like  a  houi>c 
divided  against  Itself.  There  never 
under  present  conditions  will  be  com- 
plete unity  of  purpose  between  the 
people  in  the  suburbs  of  Victoria  and 
the  residents  of  the  rural  districts. 
The  problem  of  the  district  can  l)e 
feolved  only  by  complete  seKregation 
of  the'  antagonistic  elements.  1'he 
piiIMil.ition  of  till-  whole  of  the  Saan 
ich  District  is  increasing  rapidly,  but 
the  popdiation  of  the  snborban  areas 
of  Saanich  natnrallv  must  inrrcase 
more  rapidly  than  the  population  of 
the  rural  districts,  and  must  therefore 
exercise  a  dominating  inflneiice  politi* 
tally. 

The  natural  and  simple  solution  of 
the- problem  of  Saanich  would  be  for 

thr  •;iil>iirl)aM  communities  to  annex 
themselves  to  the  I'ity  of  Victoria, 
but  none  of  the  leaders  of  pvblic 
opinion  in  tlie  district  h;i<  tbc  ronr.TK'c 
to  take  occasion  by  the  hand  and  ad 
vocate  union  of  the  snburba  with  t!ie 
city.

The  Canadian  Nortiiern  Railway,  a 
bankrupt     and     extinct,  inatitntion, 

agreed  to  l.ml.l  a  \<^c  hotel,  tO  establish 
costly  terminal  facililica  gnd  to  con- 
struct a  tunnef  through  the  business 
district  of  W.s.  ..n.-  'i  M..vor  ..t 
Vancouver,  an  ambitious  and  aggres- 
sive person,  haa  demanded  that  the 
Canadian  N'ational  H.iiIw.in,  which  .ip 
propriated  all  the  properties  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  Railway;  ahall  as^ 
umr  the  obligations  of  the  bankrupt 
and  extinct  Canadian  Northern  Kail- 
wax  Mis  Worship  is  applying  a  big 
Mick  to  the  back  of  the  C.in.idian  Na 
tional  Railway  in  an  ctiort  to  compel 
that  railway  to  build  a  big  hotel,  estab- 
lish costly  terminal  facilities,  and  con- 
struct a  tunnel  through  the  business 
district  of  Vancouver. 

The  Canadian  National  Railway, 
while  it  has  been  doing  fairly  well 
during  the  past  year,  has  not  earned 
nearly  enough  mOney  to  meet  its  finan- 
ci.il  obligations  to  the  people  of  Can- 
ada, in  fact,  the  problem  of  the  Ca- 
nadian National  Railway  is  one  of  the 
most  perplexing  problenM  of  tha  Cana* 
dian  Government.  ' 

If  the  aggressive  Mayor  of  the  pro- 
gressive city  of  \  ancr)ijvrr  should  suc- 
ceed in  compelling  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional Railway  (or  the  Dominten  Gov- 
ernment, which  is  practically  the  same 
thing)  to  carry  out  the  alleged  obliga- 
tions of  the  bankrupt  and  extinct  Cana- 
dian Northern  Railway,  that  would  be 
a  somewhat  serious  matter  for  the  Do- 
minion Government  and  for  the  people 
of  Canada,  whose  obligations  on  ac- 
count of  the  bankrupt  and  extinct  rail- 
way already  are  of  somewhat  imposing 
proportions.  By  the  same  token,  the 
bankrui)t  and  extinct  railway  was  un- 
der bond  to  carry  out  some  important 
works  in  Victoria.

MOTOR  CAR  TAXES 


When  the  motor  car  first  made  it^ 
appearance  upon  the  highwayi  and 
the  byways  it  was  regarded  as  a"  ob- 
i-rt  of  interest  anfl  euriojity  by  thr 
common  people.  ("lovernmenls  did 
not  deign  for  several  years  to  even 
planer  at  the  chn^ffin^r  and  splutter- 
ing machine.  Uu'.  that  aspect  01  in- 
difference did  not  sit  long  upon  the 
faces  of  js'ovcrnments.  Governments, 
as  everybody  knows,  are  always  look- 
ing around  for  excuses  to  "broaden 
the  basis  (d  taxation."  Tiuy  caught 
sigiit  of  thr  ihiiapin'.;  and  spluttering 
motor  car,  and  deculcd  to  broaden  the 
baaia  of  taxation  by  ticking  it  The 

Ilnniiiiion  liovrrnmrnt  i>roccedr<l  to 
tax  It  and  the  I'rovincial  Ciovernments 
all  proceed^  to  tax  it.  Dealers  in 
motor  cars  of  course  ohfn  trd  and 
drivers  of  motor  cars  naturally  ol>- 
jected.  Drivers  of  motor  cars  in  this 
province  believe  they  have  a  grievance 
against  the  provincial  Government  on 
account  of  its  methods  of  apply hik 
and  collecting  taxation.  Motor  car 
dealers  iti  all  parts  of  Canada  know 
they  have  a  grievance  against  the 
Domink>n  Government  on  •ccouni  of 

its  methods  of  applying  and  colleotinn 
taxation.  The  Uominion  (iovernment 
admitted  that  it  had  gone  too  far  and 
collected  more  taxe^  than  h  ought  to 
have  collected  from  dealers  in  motor 
ears;  it  refunded  a  part  of  the  excess 
taxation,  hut  if  dnl  nr>t  make  complete 
restitution  Thr  dealers  are  asking 
lor  justice,  and  the  press  of  Canada  is 
almost  unanimous  in  its  support  of 
their  request  The  fnllowing  article, 
which  appeared  lately  in  The  Toronto 
Globe,  may  be  quoted  as  an  example 
of  the  views  of  nearly  all  the  promin- 
ent newspapers  of  the  country:

ihem  respontiilile  and  self-reliant  citi- 
zens. .Mr.  Cooka  waa  heartily  applauded 
when  he  announced  hla  Intention  '  f 
returning  here  next  year  to  give 
raciUl.

Ueoently  retired  from  the  Dominion 
Civil  .Service,  after  serving  for  thirty- 
one  years  with  the  Indian  l)ei>artment 
at  UtUwa,  Mr,  Charles  Cooke  Is  a 
pure-blooded  Indian,  aon  of  an  ir 
quota  chief.  Strikingly  pleturaaqu 
he  haa  the  typical  Iroquola  featur 

and  phvsliinc  but.  educated  in  an  Ot- 
tawa (  III lege,  speak.s  Kngiiah  without 

any  trace  of  accent,  and  although 
about  seventy  years  of  age.  haa  re- 
m.'i  rkalile  youthf  ulne.s«  of  spirit,  and  a 
voice  with  the  vibrancy  and  freshness 
of  a  young  man'.s.  His  n.-ime.  in  In- 
dian, meana  "a  runner,"  hlf  forebears 
for  many  ganeratlona  having  been 
mesnage -bearers  for  their  raoe. 

On  his  present  trip  across  the  Do- 
minion h'  bis  bi-i  II  f.illertinK  ma- 
terial about  the  various  Indian  tribes 
which  be  hopes  to  put  Into  sin  h  form 
that  It  will  form  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  Canadian  history.  He  ^pent 
part  of  yesterday  visiting  the  collec- 
tion of  Indian  curloe  at  the  muaeem 
In  tha  Parliament  Boltdlnga.  and  de- 
clared It  to  be  superior  In  variety  and 
Interest  to  th.it  at  Ottawa,  his  explan- 
ation helnR  that  British  Columbia  be- 
pan  her  collection  compar.lt  Ively 
early  in  the  history  of  the  province 
and  before  the  sources  of  supply  had 
bean  depleted  by  curio  hunters, 
whereaa  the  OtUwa  collection  w.xs 
begun  long  after  the  Indiana  in  East-
